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PREFACE 


To  the  Oliaiman  and  IleTtihers  of  the  Council* 


Gentlemen, 

I make  no  special  comment  this  year  on  the  statistics  contained  in 
tliis  report, 

I would  on  the  other  hand  draw  your  attention  to  several  matters 
which  have  heen  going  through  my  mind,  one  from  the  time  hefore  the  late  war, 
while  the  other  is  a recent  thing.  The  first  concerns  the  water  supply  of  the 
district.  I think  there  arc  too  niany  small  supplies,  a fev/  of  which  are  not 
treated  in  any  v/ay;  and  an  attempt  shoiild  he  imade  to  lessen  the  number  of 
imdertaldLngs,  There  is  one  which  depends  on  springs  while  there  is  no  reserve 
storage.  The  second  matter  is  on  the  question  of  conversion,  hj'-  means  of 
G-overnment  grants,  of  cottages  which  one  would  other.vise  condemn,  I thinlc 
this  should  he  encouraged,  especially'  as  the  nmher  of  council  houses  to  he 
huilt  Y/ill  he  less  in  1956,  I have  more  to  say  on  those  matters  under  the 
heading  of  "Social  Conditions", 

\71iile  expressing  satisfaction  that  sewerage  facilities  from  many 
private  houses  have  heen  improved,  I find  that  sev/age  disposal  is  still  far 
from  satisfactory  in  some  pa.rts  and  indeed  constitutes  a potential  danger, 

I Would  therefore  urge  the  importance  of  taking  appropriate  measures, 

Gian  ing  at  the  incidence  of  TuherccuLosis,  you  v;ill  sec  tlmt 
latterly  the  death-rate  from  this  disease  lias  gone  dovm  a great  deal,  hut 
its  incidence  as  evidenced  hy  notifications  has’ not  altered  much#  i 

Since  the  great  Enquiry  held  just  hefore  the  late  war,  housing 
has  vastl3/‘  improved,  v/hile  medical  and  nursing  treatment  has  altered  out 
of  recognition.  Not  only  has  Surgery'"  made  vast  strides,  hut  this  disease 
is  being  successfully  treated  hy  drugs  laiov/n  as  anti-hiotios.  Furthermore, 
a vaccine  lias  heen  developed  in  its  prophyloctic  treatment. 

Vaccination  (or  immun-isation  as  it  is  ca.lled)  against  diphtheria 
and  v/lioopi'ng  cough  is  still  being  ca,rricd  out;  hut  the  number  of  cliildren 
that  are  done  is  far  too  lov;  to  he  on  the  so.fe  side.  This  applies  also  to 
vaccination  against  sriall  pox.

SOCIAL  qOIIDITIOIIS. 

In  looking  over  tho  years  that  liavc  gone  v/hat  must  strike  the  eye 
is  the  vast  increase  in  roa.d  traffic,  especially'  in  certain  ports  of  the 
district,  Hot  only  is  the  sconci:^/  mid  cliaracter  of  our  area  olimiging  tlirough 
the  amount  of  surface  building  talcing  place  oaid  consequent  loss  of  agricultural 
land  (sometimes  the  best),  but  the  v/hole  s ceno  and  mode  of  living  of  the  people 
seems  to  liave  altered.  Some  of  tho  railv/ays  liave  gone  completely  out  of  use 
from  the  point  of  passenger  traffic.  The  amount  of  road  traffic  lias  increased 
and  is  still  incrcasinfS  alar.iingly,  especially  for  certain  routes,  as  for  oxnmp] 
the  main  road  leading  from  certain  valleys  to  the  seaside.  Everyone  lias  a natui 
desire  to  possess  a car,  and  to  bo  indopondant,  Tliis  lias  caused  problems  of 
crov/ding  of  roads,  of  safety  and  of  air  pollution,  I appeal  again  in  this 
report  on  tho  point  of  roo.d  safety, 

I v/ill,  ho^vever,  once  more  mention  air  pollution,  this  time  from 
industrial  undertakings.  From  time  to  time  I get  many  complaints.  Some  are 
concerning  the  Treforest  Trading;  Egtate  anJl  other  factories  in  our  area,  others 
about  the  Electric  Pov/er  Station,  v/hile  yet  others  about  i/orks  and  factories 
outside  our  district  emitting  foul  effluvia  v/liich  float  into  tho  district. 
Everything  that  could  bo  done  from  our  point  of  viov/,  ’lias  been  done  and' often 
v/e  get  the  kind  and  valued  help  of  Government  Exports,  which  I,  for  one, 
appreciate  very  much. 


Is  the  kind  of  life  tlio.t  people  leo.d  altering?  What  effect  Imve 
modern  thoughts  and  indeed  cduco.tion  and  inventions  had  on  our  habits?  There 
is  no  doubt  tha.t  Church  attendance  in  a broad  sense  lias  or  is  disappearingf 
with  the  result  tliat  v/e  liave  many  large  places  of  worship  which  are  but  little  u 
as  regards  the  numbers  attending,  .fliat  effect  lias  television  load  on  attendance 
at  places  of  entoirta.inment ? Do  people  stay  at  hone  more?  ^hat  effect  lias  the 
great  increase  in  tae  number,  IcLnd  and  extent  of  outdoor  playing  facilities 
had  on  the  imss  of  people?  Has  advantage  been  taken  of  these  opportunities, 

Ox  do  people  still  prefer  to  v/atch  others  rather  than  take  part  themselves? 
re  \/e  aimuig  at  producing  experts  in  sport  i,e,  people  who  are  out  to  win 

meda.ls?  If  so,  then  I think  v/o  are  on  the  wrong  track,  and 

a tne  great  fight  for  playdn^;  fields  and  open  air  facilities  lias  boon  in 
vain. 


With  regard  to  housing  a number  of  houses  v/ere  huilt  during  the 
year  hut  the  demand  exceeds  the  supply  and  at  tho  present  rate  of  progress 
the  supply  of  nev/  houses  will  not  meet  the  demand  for  very  many  years  to 
l^or.ie* 

Tlie  people  of  this  area  in  common  v/ith  the  rest  of  the  country,  do 
not  wish  to  purchase  or  build  their  am  homos.  If  building  land  was  developed 
and  made  available  by  the  Council  for  private  dwellings  and  more  publicity 
made  to  inform  the  inhabitants  of  the  present  system  of  loans  and  aids  in  the 
purcha.se  of  houses,  perhaps  more  interest  would  be  taken  by  the  people  in  owning 
their  own  houses.  Another  factor  is  that  this  Council  does  not  offer  to  the 
public  the  sale  of  coujicil  houses. 

Repairs;  The  carrying  out  of  housing  repairs  is  a very  slow  business 
and  notices  served  on  ov/ners  a.re  simply  handed  over  to  building  contractors  and 
jobbers  who  please  themselves  what  pa.rt  of  the  work  they  will  carry  out  and  v/hen. 
There  is  an  obvious  lack  of  trained  craftsmen  to  ca^rry  out  repairs  and  the  repairs 
that  are  carried  out  are  often  very  costly,  A lot  of  properties  ha.vc  been  allov/ed 
to  fall  into  a state  of  disrepair  tliro\:igh  lack  of  funds  and  the  ovners  of  this  type 
of  property  now  find  it  very  difficult  to  find  a sufficient  sum  of  money  to  carry 
out  all  the  repairs  required,  I would  stress  the  point  that  loans  can  be  obtained 
under  certain  conditions  from  the  Council  for  the  repa.ir  of  such  property  and 
publicity  would  greatly  help  in  this  matter. 

Dilapidated  Property  Suitable  for  Improvements;  A number  of  houses  are 
suitable  for  conversion  and  improvements  and  made  into  reasonable  dv/ellings.  It 
Would  bo  of  great  interest  if  the  Council  took  steps  to  take  over  a house,  carry 
out  conversion  and  improvements  and  then  exhibit  the  house  to  the  public  as  an 
example  of  what  conversion  and  improvements  could  do.  Some  of  this  old  property 
could  be  readily  converted  into  flats  for  aged  persons.  Prom  information  received 
from  some  of  these  aged  people  the  last  thing  they  look  forward  to  is  being 
removed  from  homes  tha.t  they  have  liad  for  many  years,  hov/evor  huable  these 
homes  may  be. 

Water  Si:ipplies:  On  the  whole  water  supplies  have  been  well  maintained 

■with  the  exoeption  of  the  Penrhiv/fer-Edmondestev/n-Treba-nog  area  where  press'uro 
has  been  very  low  and  many  compla.ints  received.  The  qiiality  of  the  v/a.ter  snarnples 
taken  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  ha.s  been  good. 

In  the  Cilfach  area  water  is  supplied  from  three  main  sources  namely, 
the  Pairview  supply''  a.t  the  top  end  of  the  vc-lley,  this  supply  being  untreated,  but 
bacteriological  and  chemical  reports  have  al'Ways  been  satisfactory.  The  second 
supply  in  Cilfach  is  from  the  Ilaendy  springs  and  the  third  supply  at  the  Hendre- 
forgan  o.rea  comes  from  the  Haerdy  supply.  There  have  been  a n'uraber  oi  complaints 
from  householders  in  the  m.iddle  o.rea  of  Cilfach  leading  up  to  the  top  end  oi  the 
valley,  of  highly  coloured  v/ater  which  has  c.ffected  the  weekly  'v/ash  and  discolours 
white  clothing,  I have  often  received  complaints  as  regards  the  appearance  and 
taste  of  drinking  "watGr,  Tlie  mains  liave  been  flushed  at  night-time  ejia  the 
discolouration  then  disappears.  This  discolouration  is  probably  due  to  excessive 
rust  v/hich  is  deposited  at  the  lower  end  of  the  pipes  and  is  then  stirred  up 
by  the  pumping  of  the  water  back  up  to  the  top  of  the  valley, 

I must  briefly  refer  to  the  large  ii'umber  of  ■uiniaade  roads  in  ohis  area. 

It  is  indeed  high  time  that  such  redds  should  be  surfaced  in  a proper  manner. 

Some  have  been  in  this  state  for  over  20  to  30  years.  Prom  time  to  time  there 
are  complaints  of  serious  s'urfaco  flooding.  It  is  occasionally  not  unconnected 
v/ith  the  fact  thc.t  roads  have  never  been  "made  up", 

Tho  dumping  of  refuse  in  back  lanes  and  in  the  streams  is  soill  all 
too  prevalent.  As  far  as  I can  see,  people  have  not  yot  developed  thac  sense 
of  pride  and  duty  v/hich  alone  v/ill  keep  our  district  clean  and  tidy.

The  Parish  of  Llantwit  Pardre  is  supplied  from  this  source  and  also 
the  followinfj  districts  within  the  parish  of  Llantrisant,  viz;  Llantrisant 
Town,  Penycoedcae,  Beddau,  Cross  Inn  Road,  -^'Vyndy,  and  Groesfaen, 

An  ample  supply  is  available  from  this  source  and  in  addition  to 
the  districts  norraally  supplied,  the  following  districts  are  also  supplied 
during  long  periods  of  dry  weather,  v/hcn  the  supply'’  from  the  Council’ s own 
T/ater  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  consumption,  namely,  part  of  Tonyrefail, 

Talbot  Green,  Pontyclun,  Br^nisadler , ^-liskin,  Cross  Inn  and  Rliiwsaeson, 

The  v/ater  is  filered  and  chlorinated  at  the  som’ce  by  the  V/ater 
Board  and  action  is  also  taken,  at  source,  to  counj;eract  the  action  of  the 
v/ater  on  lead. 

The  council  used  to  insist  that  all  service  pipes  were  to  be  either 
iron  or  lead  with  tin  lining,  in  order  to  counteract  the  plum’^o-solvency 
of  the  various  supplies,  and  for  the  last  20  years  or  so  the  council  lias 
insisted  on  all  service  pipes  being  of  copper.  The  majority  of  the  old  service 
pipes  being  tin-lined  lead  or  iron  have  now  been  replaced  with  copper  piping,  and 
there  is  no  risk  of  contanination  of  supplies  fro'.n  the  various  sources  by  plumbo- 
solvent  action  of  the  water.  Periodical  bacteriological  analysis  of  the  water  is 
made  and  the  results  are  found  to  be  very  satisfactory.

During  the  long  spells  of  dry  weather  when  the  supply  from  the  Council' s 
o'Tii  sources  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  consumption,  extra  supply  has  to  be 
taken  frovi  this  soiirce  to  provide  for  additional  districts  in  Tonyrefail  and 
Gilfach  Goch,  Difficulty  HtlS  been  experienced  in  the  past  in  providing  a 
sufficient  supply  to  meet  the  erefcra  consumption  v/hen  additional  areas  are 
supplied,  o'.ving  to  the  inadequate  size  of  the  Board’s  main  supplying  storage 
reservoir  from  v/hich/the  Council  obtains  the  supply.
